Sucker creek, and thence to Carson’s 
ranch, which place | arrived at about 
five o'clock, without anything on but 
my pants and shirt. The last I saw 
of Mrs. Denoille she was in the hands 
of the Indians. They stripped Denoille’s 
body and dravged it from the road and 
then burned the wagon and its contents. 
lenoille had on his person about twelve 
hundred dollars in greenbacks and a 
valuable gold watch, all of which fell 
into their hands. There were three 
other parties attacked at the same place, 
at different times, on the same day, but 
I believe they all escaped by hiding 
among the rcks. Mr. Hardy, one of 
the parties, had a narrow escape. His 
horse was killed under him.”

We are indebted to Serg. Nichols, who 
arrived on the stage Tuesday night, for 
the following report: 

Serg. Denoille was killed at the first 
volley. I rose and returned fire. Not 
knowing that he was hit I told him. to 
hold the reins and 1 would keep on 
shooting. [ fired twice before I knew 
he was shot; and the first intimation | 
had of it was when he threw up his 
hands and exclaimed, ‘My God! 1 am 
shot!” and atarted to fall. I endeavored 
to catch him with my left hand and 
‘grab the reins with my bt, but 
missed both, and he fell out, the reims
